Publishers and Bookbinders 


The co-operation the Employing 
Bookbinders Association with the 
National Publishers Association 
the work book promotion was the 
result the vision group 
clear-thinking men the ranks 
the Employing Bookbinders who real- 
ized the community interests 
publisher and binder, and saw that 
the bigger market 
for books would aid not only the pub- 
lishers but every branch the indus- 
try engaged the making books. 
They felt that book sales were in- 
creased, their own business must 
necessity also increase. effort 
the part bookbinder develop 
his business the ordinary methods 
advertising, sales efforts, would 
result making only more intense 
the competition for the available or- 
ders without increasing the general 
volume bookbinding business the 
slightest degree. 


Reaching the Reader 


Unlike the average manufacturer, 
the bookbinder could not and 
develop new fields when his business 
fell off. The ultimate consumer—the 
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reader—would scarcely induced 
buy book advertisement ex- 
tolling the virtues its binding. The 
Publishers, however, could reach and 
were reaching the individual upon 
whom, the last analysis, the book- 
binder’s business ultimately depends 
—the reader. 

Seven years ago the publishers be- 
gan their drive for “more readers” 
launching “Children’s Book Week” 
and the “Year Round Book Cam- 
paign.” They saw other industries 
developing their fields education 
the public the merits their pro- 
ducts, and saw reason why simi- 
lar course instruction could not 
conducted the field books. 


Broad Aspects Campaign 


The idea increasing national in- 
terest reading through cooperation 
with book dealers, librarians, teach- 
ers and clubs, once conceived, devel- 
oped into broader phases. Looking 
over the country, the publishers saw 
hundreds cities with inadequate 
book stores and some towns with 
bookstores all. During 1925 the 
Book Sales Promotion committee was 
instrumental establishing 128 new 
book stores, and 1926 was responsi- 
ble for 161 book stores different 
towns. The committee now has com- 
piled list sites for still more 
stores and advising individuals 
opening them. 

The committee also seeking new 
publicity having more and more 
newspapers and magazines come 
regard books news. Ideas for ar- 
ticles and editorials books are sup- 
plied magazines, newspapers and 
writers and special releases and an- 
nouncements are sent special edu- 
cation and religious papers. 


Cooperationg With National Associa- 
tions 

The committee co-operating with 
national organizations such the 
General Federation Women’s clubs, 
Federal Council Churches, National 
Congress Parents and Teachers, 
national and state educational associa- 
tions, Girl Scouts America, Boy 
Scouts America, Camp Fire Girls, 
National Board Review Motion 
Pictures and others, all whom urge 
their members devote programs 
and discussions books. ex- 
aggeration say that the advertising 
value this unpurchasable sort 
publicity runs into the hundreds 
thousands 

Even the radio has not been over- 
looked. Many publishers have felt 
that the movies and radio are their 
natural rivals, luring individuals 
from the joys reading “tuning 
in” jazz orchestra, but the Book 
Sales Promotion Committee mak- 
ing use one these “rivals” 
sending radio stations advanced 
copies new books for discussion over 
the radio. 


Several prominent members the 
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Employing Bookbinders association, 
looking around for some method 
improve conditions their trade, 
watched the progress the Publish- 
ers Promotion campaign and felt that 
their interests lay the same direc- 
tion. result, the Employing 
Bookbinders, their own initiative 
and entirely unsolicited the pub- 
lishers, pledged more than $30,000 
assist the publishers’ campaign, 
which the money used establish 
Lecture Bureau part. They were 
the first trade group the country 
take such action. The work the 
lecture bureau will expanded, and 
besides Mr. Potter other prominent 
lecturers will sent into various 
localities where they will cooperate 
with superintendents 
Chambers Commerce, prominent 
citizens, ministers and local organi- 
zations advocating the wider read- 
ing books making for better 
citizenship. 


Binders Welcome Opportunity 


Mershon, vice-president and 
Ives Co., New York, the bookbind- 
ers’ representative the Book Sales 
Promotion Committee, enthusiastic 
over the possibilities the campaign 
and has found that practically every 
bookbinder with whom has talked 
about the matter shares his feeling. 

“It really remarkable the way 
that the Books Sales Promotion 
Campaign being received book- 
binders, once they learn its scope 
and its purposes,” said Mr. Mershon. 
“Although only comparatively few 
bookbinders have been appealed 
personally, already more than per 
cent the binders the 
country have subscribed the fund. 

“Although not word solicita- 
tion has come from the publishers, 
they are pleased with our cooperation. 
This voluntary cooperation splen- 
did thing for both publishers and 
establish sympathetic contact and 
create basis good will between 
publishers binders that never 
existed before. This especially im- 
portant since relations between pub- 
lishers and manufacturers are more 
intimate than the relations between 
two groups almost any other field.” 


New Kind Solution Binders’ 
Problems 


Many bookbinders see this co- 
operation publishers and binders 
new markets the solu- 
tion the binders’ business woes. 

“For the past few years,” said one 
prominent bookbinder, have heard 
nothing but complaints 
binders unfair competition, price 
cutting, etc., nauseam. have 
heard panaceas cost systems and 


remedies. But what the use 


cost system your machines are 
idle? What the binder needs more 
business the Sales Promotion 
campaign seems about the best way 
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know get it. makes dif- 
ference what part the country 
the intensive drive first concen- 
trated, the entire trade will benefit. 


“When entire industry launches 
propaganda educate the public 
wider use its product, all the 
members are affected the increased 
business. the case the 
fornia fruit growers, for example, 
individual fruit grower can put his 
hand certain individual and say, 
That man bought more or- 
anges last year result our 
advertising.’ And yet the fact re- 
mains that his business has under- 
gone healthy growth. the mat- 
ter books, the market in- 
creased, say, Dayton, binders else- 
where will profit, for the Dayton bin- 
der will have less need reach out 
into another binder’s territory. 
will kept busy home.” 


Cooperation Allied Industries 


Not only are binders lending their 
whole-hearted assistance the pub- 
lishers the Sales Promotion cam- 
paign, but other branches engaged 
the manufacture books, including 
the paper people, are planning co- 
operate. One the largest book 
cloth mills the country voluntarily 
subscribed, recognizing the possibili- 
ties the publishers’ efforts in- 
crease the sale books. for the 
Employing they are 
eagerly awaiting further news from 
the front the Lecture Bureau, their 
own contribution the common cause, 
gets under full headway. 

The Publishers Association, ap- 
preciation this cooperation, has 
designated all those who have taken 
part this movement “Subscrib- 
ing Member Book Sales Promo- 
tion, National Association Book 
Publishers, 1926-27.”

They 
had failed take into consideration 
the position the numbering, quality 
the paper, size the numbers, etc.

firms had been estimating numbering 
what they thought was cost, 
order land binding job and had 
actually lost money both items. 
And the cost estimates had almost in- 
variably neglected include spoil- 
age and certain other expenses. 


Costs Numbering 


The result the survey was sent 
every printer, lithographer and 
stationer New York. was told 
that the average production the 
average operator the average shop 
eight hour day the easier 
number positions was 15,000 numbers, 
that the average cost run machine 
one day, including labor and actual 
pro-rata overhead, was $7.18. Thus 
was found that minimum charge 
cents thousand was necessary 
“break even” the simplest kind 
work. Some types numbering, 
was found, slowed down production 
much per cent normal out- 
put, avoid numbering loss 
price $1.50 thousand would 
necessary. 

The bookbinders’ customers, 
whom this information was given, 
were thus allowed frank glimpse 
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behind the scenes. Having learned 
minimum costs, they could see for 
themselves that they were getting 
numbering job done below that fig- 
ure, the bookbinder was losing money 
and “break even” must make 
some other job turning 
out slipshod work. Having learned 
what fair price is, the reasonable 
printer will now willing pay 
fair price for his numbering, long 
knows his competitor not 
getting for less.

Gain for Bookbinding Industry 


IGURES made public the 
United States Department 
Commerce, and published 
the January issue BOOKBINDING 
revealed that 970 estab- 
lishments engaged primarily book- 
binding and blank-book making re- 
ported receipts for work done 1925 
amounting $81,600,302. This was 
increase receipts per cent 
over those 965 firms which reported 
1923. 
Further interesting information 


revealed the Commerce Depart- 
ment. For instance, the value 
bookbinding done 1923 estab- 
lishments outside the industry proper 
was $17,130,856, amount equal 
22.3 per cent the value work 
done: the industry classified. 
The corresponding figures for 1925 
have not yet been calculated.

Treating Cowhides and Buffings 


Great Care Required Dyeing, Graining, Embossing, 
and Selection Manufacturer 


manufacture 
bookbinders’ 
leather from cow 
and steer hides 
complicated but 
interesting pro- 
cedure, according 
recent article 
prepared the 
Holliston Mills, Norwood, Mass. 
The preparation consists essentially 
the soaking the raw skins; the 
removal flesh; the en- 
tire elimination hair; and prelimi- 
nary tanning order get the skins 
into proper condition for splitting in- 
the desired thicknesses, after which 
all the portions the hides are re- 
tanned with various formule give 
them the characteristics necessary 
for the ultimate use each particu- 
lar split. 


Methods Splitting 


The methods splitting may 
divided into six groups, which pro- 
duce leather the proper weight and 
character for all classes leather 
work. Leather for bookbinding 
always from the top split and varies 
only thickness and treatment. 

finished skin must through 
some all the following processes: 
dyeing, drying, sizing, glazing, em- 
bossing and softening graining. 
order dye the leather, the skins are 
thoroughly washed and then im- 
mersed bath dye solution, 
drained water and 
coated with vegetable, fish animal 
oils give the required softness. 
order accomplish the drying with- 
out shrinking shrivelling, the 
skins are tacked wooden frames 
until thoroughly dry. 

Sizing leather consists ap- 
plication albumen, gelatine, casein 
similar substances which impart 
varying degrees bfilliancy. Ex- 
treme polish obtained the fric- 
tion imparted the agate 
ing jack. 


Hand Graining Softening 


Hand graining softening ac- 
complished folding creasing the 
skin the grain side and working 
the crease backwards and forwards 
means graining board. The 
working surface the board cov- 
ered with cork rubber increase 
the friction between the skin and the 
board. some cases the board 
covered with plate brass, ma- 
chined crosswise make se- 
ries sharp ridges. 

Buffings intended for brass board- 
ing are dyed, previously explained, 
with the desired color, oiled 


impart softness, dried, sized 
seasoned, glazed and hand grained 
with the brass cork 
boarding desired, the stock rolled 
instead glazed lessen the gloss, 
and the graining tool used the hand 
cork board. 

Natural Water Grains are made 
hand graining stock which has 
previously been glazed and then 
dampened.

New England Guild 
Discusses Binders 
Board Problems 


DDRESSING the New England 
Bookbinders Guild 
monthly meeting Young’s Hotel, 
Boston, January 14, O’Brien, 
the Otter River Board Company, 
discussed detail the manufacture 
binders board and some the 
problems that are encountered its 
making and handling the bindery. 
Mr. O’Brien’s subject elicited general 
discussion from practically every 
member present and attention was 
given the problem warping. 


Origin Binders Board 


discussing the origin binders 
board, Mr. O’Brien stated that the in- 
ception the product must have been 
closely allied with literary progress. 
person need not student 
cognizant the fact that civiliza- 
tion waited until the art printing 
was discovered,” said Mr. O’Brien. 
“And when printing became com- 
mercial possibility, the need 
heavy pressed paper, which would 
serve the cover book, also man- 
ifested itself. Binders board was the 
resultant discovery, and also the con- 
sequent invention, altogether 
new type paper machine, and the 
adoption novel paper manufac- 
turing process. 

“It would require too much time 
show, comparison, the difference 
between the old and this new paper 
making scheme, but the old dealt 
entirely with thin fine papers 
not concerned with our topic.” 

Mr. O’Brien then went into de- 
tailed discussion the present pro- 
cess manufacturing binders’ board, 
which will appear full the forth- 
coming number BOOKBINDING 
MAGAZINE. conclusion, stressed 
the important part played the 
human element each step the 
process. 


“There one thing that would 
like stress, summary; the 
ever present ‘human element’ attend- 
ant the fabrication this product. 
back the sorting operation: 
the very genesis the operation 
much depends upon the whimsy the 
workman.. Then consider the sheet 
when stripped from the machine: 
handled carelessly, lumps will 
pressed into its surface, and the 
result will burnt mark when 
calendered. And lastly, there 
the finishing problems where the ele- 
ments and the the 
supervisor must synchronize. 

“We are guided and led the 
various transitional changes which 
have marked the growth bookbind- 
ing. also have changed, both our 
ideas and our material equipment. 


The board that passed muster few 
years ago would today archaic 
Ben Franklin’s ingenious printing 
machine. Perfection can attained, 
and certain that the time not 
distant when the bookbinder can pur- 
chase whole carload board 
which will not present one single 
bad sheet.” 


How Avoid Warping 


Amplifying his remarks 
subject warping, Mr. O’Brien out- 
lined his audience theory that 
has gradually grown into accepted 
principle with board manufacturers 
—that there such thing “green 
board.” Warping, was stated, in- 
variably found result when board 
has been used immediately upon re- 
ceipt from the mill within few 
days thereafter. Binders board needs 
seasoning, and the large bindery ac- 
customed carry sufficient stock 
rarely experiences this difficulty. Two 
weeks’ seasoning should permitted 
every shipment board. 

Charles Fleming suggested, the 
light this knowledge, the value 
obtaining from the binders board mill 
the date production each lot pur- 
Co., discussed the moisture problem 
effects board the bindery.

with humidifying machines had led 
their adoption essential instru- 
ment proper maintenance mois- 
ture equilibrium during summer and 
winter.

The 
haste which many publishers im- 
pose the bindery, they said, all 
too often fails allow for this neces- 
sary finishing touch the completed 
edition, with the result that warping 
frequently follows. 


The Adhesive Problem 


The two adhesive factors, glue and 
paste, should, they dry and con- 
tract, counteract the pull each 
other, according Frank Bar- 
nard, the Barnard Co., 
who emphasized the value paste 
containing minimum water, 
the drying and solidifying this ele- 
ment exerts the greater contracting 
force the cover. 

Questioning Mr. O’Brien the new 
standardized sizes proposed for the 
industry, developed that manufac- 
turers and binders are fairly well 
agreed sizes sufficient for all 
standard needs. minimum order 
two tons was suggested rea- 
sonable basis for special size orders. 

introducing Mr. O’Brien, Presi- 
dent Plimpton. the Guild, 
paid tribute the service his com- 
pany supplying the bookbinding in- 
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dustry with boards that meet modern 
needs.
